I. T. Ovchinnikov tells about Pstsr Moroa *s tragedy .

The press conference of German and foreign journalists in Merlin, 
organised in Yovenber 1950 on the request of the Connittee "For the 
Rfturn to the Homeland" , gars rise to many constants . Seen nos the readers 
of our paper are oontinuing to discuss the problems broached at this 
conference* We hare reeeised many letters in shioh our oountrymen oonfim 
the faots cited by Oeohlanikoe that the Americans play the masters in the 
German Federal Sepublio as though it sere their own country* 8 peoial / 
interest sets roused by Ovohinnikov • s report on the humiliations and 
sufferings to shioh Fetor loros (the father of Eom loros, agent of the 
AsMrioan intelligence serrioe sho gave himself up to Soviet seourity organa) 
sas subjected . For example, llkolal Fedorov writes from Vest Germany i 

"Mjr friends to shorn 1 oonfidsd ay impressions 
about Ovchinnikov » s report on Mores' s fate, 
told me that they have had many talks on this 
topio because Feter Mores 's plight is similar 
to the lot of many other people sho have had 
the misfortune to be involved sith the Americans*" 


When he oame to our Committee, Ivan Tassiliyovioh Ovchinn ikov told us 
many things about his life in West Germany* He also told us the detailed 
story of Feter Mores shioh he had learned from a prominent I9S member in 
Vnmleh, 1t^#lTtT ,r - and from Yuriy Markuaha . an employee at Radio Liberation, 

We are publishing Ovchinnikov's report in our nesspaper. 


"As is known, in December 1950 the 8oviot newspapers reported that 
1cm Petrovich Monos had surrendered himself to the organs of State Seourity. 

Me told the officials that he had been dropped into Soviet territory by 
Amerioan intelligence for oonduotlng espionage and subversive activities 
against the Soviet state* All of us remember the sincere confession of Rem 
Mores who had lived under capitalist conditions in Vest Germany and who had 
oome to moral and political degradation* Me suffered from hunger, unemployment, 
hard, unbearable work in a mine, and again from unemployment shioh prompted 
him to commit thefts and brought him to prison. 


"Mo mas ‘rescued ' from prison by the recruiters of the Amerioan 
intelligesMe service. Having no means to pay for his living, and under the 
influence of anti Soviet propaganda, he consented to cooperate with the 
Amerioan intelllgenoe service* He sas sent from Vest Germany to a speoial 
spy sohool in the Halted States. During his stay at this schoel, Moros had 
already resolved to return to his homeland. However, he was obsessed by the 
fear which was cast upon him by anti-Soviet elements working in Vest Germany. 
These people Intimidated the emigres with various fables, saying that 
returnees to the USSR sere sent to prison and deserters from the army sere shot. 


"The love of his homeland proved to be stronger than the fear of 
punishment* At the intelligence servloe school near Washington, Moros made 
up his mind to break with the Amerioan intelligence servloe, the arlminal 
world, destitution, unemployment and crime, and to jreturn to his homeland. 
He was eomfldsnt that he would be understood there, that his unbearable 
surroundings would be t a ken into aooount as having undermined all his moral 


forces . 
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"As soon as he iu dropped oa Soviet soil by tho Americans, oho had 
entrusted him with a spying mission, ho reported to 8orist organs without 
hssitation and was ready to atons for his sins toward the homeland with 
honest, conscientious work. Tho homeland forgave Rea Moros t it gave hia 
an opportunity to beooae equal in rights with other Soviet oitisens and 
work in a sovkhos* 

"However his former Aaerioan bosses oould not forgive hia. For the 
purpose of venting the anger oaueed by lea's action, and taking counter- 
measures against his possible disclosure of their activities, the Americans

remained on the territory ooeupied by the fascists, froa where he aad his 
family were taken by Hitler's men to Germany for work. 

"When the war was over, P. P* loros did not return to the homeland! 
he had been frightened by threats about an alleged perseoution of those Soviet 
oitisens who had worked in Hitler's industrial plants. He beoame a viotia 
of the lying anti-Soviet propaganda. Xoros remained in Test Germany and 
without any finsnolal me ana, without hope of returning home, he finally 
consented to cooperate with anti-Soviet organisations. Zn February 1955 » 
he began 'working* with the eo-oalled Institute for the Study of tfts USSR 
which is one of the branches of the American intelligence service in Test 
Germany.

"In the fall of 1956, when the American intelligence officers realised 
that lea Keros, whoa they had sent to the Soviet Union on .a subversive 
mission, had ventured to take a decisive step aad had broken with anti-Soviet 
activities, they decided to foroe Rea's father to broadcast a speech which 
would include a slanderous stateaent against his son, condemning his partiotio 
move. For this purpose Peter Mores was arrested. On September 13, 1956, 

Peter Pavlovich did not appear at his job In the 'Institute'. 

"Bays passed, weeks, months, aad P. Moros appeared neither at home nor 
at his place of work. Various rumors spread among his friends 1 'he is 
searching for his son', 'he left for another olty on urgent business', 'he 
was killed during a ear aooldent, eto..' 

"In reality P. P. Boros 's fate was as follows 1 On the morning of 
September 11, 1956, he left hie room to take a stroll. He was aoeosted by 
the American Mttllsr. Rea's former 'ohief* who was waiting for him before 
the entrance door. Although Peter Pavlovich was not acquainted with Killer, 
he consented to go with him beoauee Killer promised to tell him what had 
beoome of his son* After some time, they took a oar and went to a secret 
abode on Qelsslaaat^ieatraass 56 . There the main topio of their talk was 
not at all devoted to Rem's fate. MRller showed Moros the teat of a fabricated 
refutation which the father was to make in oase Rea talked oa die radio or 
wrote an article in the Soviet press about subversive activities of the 
American Intelligence service against the USSR. Mttllsr suggested that Moros 
read this refutation before a microphone so that the Amerloaas could record 
it aad later use it for their broadcasts. Ths purpose of this statement, 
which was based upon slander of the Soviet Union aad distorted facte, was to 
camouflage the Amerioaa intelligence servloe subversive activities against 
the USSR and to deoeive public opinion in the West . ' 

"Mttllsr tried to foroe Moros to make this declaration and threatened not 
to free him until he beoame a doolie instrument in the hands of the United 
States intelligence service. Peter Pavlovioh understood that the Americans 


intended to nss hia and hi* ■on's naao for slander propaganda. Realising 
th* provooatiwe oharaotar of this Aaarloan plan, ha refused to raad tha 
text of tha atatoaant fabrloatad with slandering aaaartiona and declared 
that his paternal feelings did not allow hia to aet against hia conscience 
nor to tall fsblas daf iil wg hia aon* 

«fha Americans did not like this anawar and daoidad to pass from aathoda 
of persuasion to tha taatad expedient of ooapulalon. On tha night of 
September 11, to September 12, 1956, P. Moroz waa seoretly traaaportsd, undar 
guard, to snether secret aboda, a wills in tha Orusnwald ragion. (his wills 
was a aaorat priaen, a tortura ohaabar of tha Aaerlo&n intalliganoo aarwioa* 
There Mo roz was stripped to hia undsrwaar and put into a odd, oamant cellar. 
Bafora slamming tha door, they told hin that ha was put hara aaoratly and 
no one would awar know what happanad to hin. 

"During tha following 'examinations 1 the Americans dapiotad Moroz's 
future in moat bleak colors. They thraatanad that they ' oould sake short 
work of kin by waafloua naans beoauae ha waa a nan without a oauntry whoa 
no one oould protect fhey thraatanad that they oould fabrloate a orininal 
oaaa againat hia and transfer hin to last daman authorities thua 'officially 
oonoaaling' hia in a German prison for na ay years f they oould asks hin a 
11 wing eorpsa by pulling out his nails and than ' transform hin into hash 
and burr him in tha yard under a tree where no one would awar find hia 'T 
they finally oould bring hia into a state of 'complete madness sad sand hin 
to a lunatio asylum undar a falsa name.

"Despite all these threats, Moroz persisted in his resistance and the 
Americans daoidad to subdue hin by naans of torture. Stripped to his underwear 
ha was kept seweral weeks in this oold oanant basement without ohalr, table, 
or bad, alaaping on the oold floor. This stone rooa waa oonplataly dark. 
Afterwards sons wary bright eleotrlo lamps with raflaotors whloh ware directed 
into the prisoner's faaa ware mounted in the basement. These lamps ware kept 
burning for a period of two weeks without interruption. As a result Moroz 
almost lost his eyesight and whan hia ayes became almost blind and began to 
suppurate, tha lamps ware exchanged for four powerful dynamos and the basement 
baoama oonplataly dark again. Wild, deafening jazz ausio was broadcast through 
these dynamos from a special phonograph whloh was sat up in the guard-room* 

This phonograph worked without Interruption until Moroz finally fainted. 

"The food ration for Moroz was seleoted in zuoh a way as to inflict as 
much suffering upon hin as possible. Tha food and tha bread ware exoesoiwely 
salted while only a little water waa giwan at long intervals. After three 
months of uninterrupted tortures, the old man's nerwes gawe way. The American 
intelligence serwioe succeeded in breaking his will-power and forcing hia, 
contrary to his patarnal duty and feelings, to sign and raad before tha 
microphone tha statement which was shown him by Mttller on Saptaabar 11, 1956 . 
Besides this, tha American inquisitors compelled him to sign anothar statement 
that if he awar landed in tha USSR, this would allegedly maw that he had bean 
kidnapped and brought there by foros againat his will. 

"The Americans also forced P. Moroz to sign a written statement that ha 
would not dlwulge what ha saw and axparianoad during his three month stay in 
tha secret American prison. At his release ha was told by the^Amarlcans to 
spread a legend among his friends how during his three month absence ha 
allegedly want to warious cities of Test Germany an family business. Before 
releasing him, Mdller threatened that the American. intelligence serwioe would 
find means to make short work of hia if he wlolated the promises signed by 

him or refuted his statements. -

"Peter Pavlovich loft the Amerioan torturo ahambers aa a grey-headed 
man, exhausted and mentally broken. A medical examination shoved serious 
damage to his health* his ear-drums were Injured , his eyesight suffered, 
his nervous system vas ruined, Moros had rheumatism and paralysis symptoms. 
During his imprisonment the Americans tvioe searched his apartment. 

Official German authorities were not informed of this sear oh whioh confirms 
the lawless proceedings of the Americans. Some doouments and manuscripts 
were taken during these searohes. 

M Xn a strange country, torn away from his homeland, in the position of 
a man deprived of rights, humiliated and homeless, Moros convinced himself 
of the falsity and oruelty of the 'free* Western world. Behind a gorgeous 
facade he saw the real faoe of the American bourgeois denooraoy. However, 
he had still preserved some of his illusions and only this could explain 
that after leaving the American Gestapo, he began seeking justice and protection 
of his personality in this ’free* world. He sent letters to the General 
Secretary of the TV, to the Chancellor of the CPU, to the Supreme Prosecutor 
of Mumioh, to the President of the Halted States, to the government of 
Bavaria and other officials and organisations. In these letters he described 
all the lawless proceedings of the American intelligence service representatives 
requested protection against suoh sufferings and humiliations in the future 
and demanded punishment for the oulprlts. 

"As was to be expected, not one person of those whom he bad addressed, 
gave an answer to his letters. In May 1957 he reoeived a short letter from 
the Bavarian government saying that the questions whioh Moros had broaohed 
in his letter were within the competence of the Amerioans and the Bavarian 
government could not interfere with their affairs. The Germans themselves 
thus confirmed that, at home, the real bosses are the Americans. 

"Being the bosses in Vest Germany, the Amerioans took care to conceal 
the facts described by Moros in his letters from publio opinion. After his 
action, the Amerioans again started frightening and terrorising him in order 
to prevent him from returning to his homeland and to use him for criminal 
anti-Soviet objectives. 

"Ovchinnikov * s report with its awful details testifies to the hard moral 
and legal situation and Inhuman oondltions created by the Americans and 
Vest German authorities for Soviet emigres in Vest Germany. P. Mores’ s traglo 
fate is only one of many similar happenings. Some of them were revealed to 
publio opinion but other faots are being kept secret by the exeoutioners and 
their henohmen. Sven those faots whioh have already become known, make us 
understand the inhuman syetea of llee, slander, provocation, torture, and 
murder, oreated by the moat reaotlonary imperialistic oirolss of the Vest in 
ordsr to prsvsnt ths Soviet oltlsens who had boon deported during the war, 
from returning to the homeland. In one form or another, to a greater or 
lesser extent, this system reigns in many countries of the oapitalist world. 
Svery parti ot can and must help to unmask the oreators of this system, and 
struggle against it* let broad publio masses learn the truth about the vile 
oonspiraoy directed against the return of people who are torn away from thSir 
homeland I \ 
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"Peter Pavlovioh left the Amerloan torture chambers as a grey-headed 
■ . exhausted and mentally broken. A medical examination ahowad aarloua
